Sir: 

This paper is submitted in reply to the Office Action dated June 29, 2004, within 
the one-month period for response. In the Office Action, the Examiner subjected claims 1-59 to 
restriction, and more particularly, asserted that the claims are directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: the subspecies wherein the pulse characteristics are 
identical; the subspecies wherein the pulse characteristics are different; the subspecies wherein 
the first resonant sequence is in phase with the second resonant sequence; the subspecies wherein 
the first resonant sequence is out of phase with the second resonant sequence; the subspecies 
wherein the pulses are generated to achieve a net charge; the subspecies wherein the pulses are 
generated to achieve a balanced charge; the subspecies wherein the pulses have a faradic 
waveform characteristic; the subspecies wherein the pulses have a square waveform 
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characteristic; the subspecies wherein the short pulse precedes the second pulse; the subspecies 
wherein the short pulse succeeds the second pulse. 

In deference to the Examiner's suggestion, Applicant elects a group of non- 
mutually exclusive subspecies to form a single species. Namely, Applicant elects the subspecies 
wherein the pulse characteristics are different; the subspecies wherein the first resonant sequence 
is out of phase with the second resonant sequence; the subspecies wherein the pulses are 
generated to achieve a balanced charge; the subspecies wherein the pulses have a square 
waveform characteristic; and the subspecies wherein the short pulse succeeds the second pulse. 
A listing of all claims readable on the elected species include: claims 1-3, 6-9, 11, 14-15, 17, 19- 
20, 22-28, 30, 33, 35-39, 41-43, 45 and 47-59.
